Thereupo n his defeated co mpetito r 
claimed the po sitio n, o n the gro und 
that he received the largest number 
o f vo tes amo ng tho se ballo ted fo r, 
who co uld and wo uld serve, Judge 
Cullen denied the applicatio n, o n the 
gro und that it was the right o f vo ters 
to elect who mso ever they cho se, that 
the declinatio n o f a no minee did no t 
take him o ut o f the field, and that the 
refusal o f the elected o fficial to qualify 
do es no t transfer the o ffice co nferred 
by the majo rity to the cho ice o f a 
mino rity , but creates a vacancy to be 
filled in the usual way , as if it had 
o ccurred thro ugh death o r resigna­ 
tio n. In this instance the appo int­ 
ment will be made by the go verno r, 
and will ho ld go o d until the qualifica­ 
tio n o f a new co ro ner cho sen at the 
general electio n next No vember. 


Wo uld Beat Barnuni. 
The will o f Adam Fo repaugh will 
be presented fo r pro bate during the 
present week. 
It is said that the 
: estate, o utside o f the sho w itself, will 
fo o t up fully $1,200,000. The bulk o f

The repo rt that nego tia­ 
tio ns have been o n fo o t fo r so me time 
| lo o king to ward the sale o f the pro per- 
| ty to an English sy ndicate, is denied, 
and tho se in a po sitio n to kno w assent 
hat it is y o ung Adam's ambitio n to 
perpetuate the business as a memo rial 
o f his father, and to beco me a rival o f 
Barnum himself. 


The Curse o f Many Cities. 
While it is apparent to all o bserving 
perso ns that there are tho se in this 
city who are intent upo n getting up a 
bo o m and inflating the values o f real 
estate in Bramerd and vicinity , y et 
we are sure that the best friends o f 
Brainerd and the mo st level-headed 
men in the city do no t want that co n­ 
ditio n o f affairs bro ught abo ut. There 
is no do ubt but that all true friends 
o f the city desire to see it gro w and 
impro ve, but they desire its gro wth 
and develo pment to be healthy , sub­ 
stantial and natural. A mushro o m o r 
ho t-ho use gro wth is no t desirable, 
and the mere transfer o f real estate 
fro m o ne man’s hands to ano ther’s 
co nfers no mo re substantial benefit 
upo n the public, o r upo n the city in 
which such real estate may be situate, 
than do es the changing o f a half mil­ 
lio n bushels o f wheat fro m the hands 
o f the ‘‘bears” to the hands o f the 
“bulls.” Mo st o f the real estate that 
is purchased at such times as these 
mentio ned is no t fo r impro vement but 
to ho ld fo r speculatio n, and it makes 
no difference to the public whether 
Smith, Jo nes o r Bro wn o wns it. 
Brainerd do es no t want a bo o m, in 
the full sense o f the w’o rd—to o many 
to wns have been bo o med to death. 
What we do want, ho wever, is a 
steady , healthy gro wth and so mething 
that will bring peo ple here and give 
them wo rk at fair wages nnd that 
“so mething” is manufacturing. Give 
us industries which shall bring hither 
tho usands o f labo ring men, mechanics 
and citizens with their families, and 
then the furnishing o f ho mes to tho se 
peo ple will cause a legitimate increase 
in the values o f real estate; but to 
run up fictitio us values o f real estate, 
suburban pro perty in particular, be­ 
fo re the manufacto ries are received, 
is no t o nly like putting the cart be­ 
fo re the ho rse but in fact tends to 
disco urage the establishment o f manu­ 
facto ries. It is a fact that few things 
aid the building up o f manufacturing 
cities as much as cheap ho mes, and we 
think at the present time there is no 
place in the No rthwest that o ffers 
better advantages o f tins character 
than Brainerd. 
A wo rd to the wise 
is sufficient. 


To Help the Settler» . 
Representative Co msto ck has in­ 
tro duced a bill fo r the relief o f settlers 
upo n the indemnity lands o f the 
No rthern Pacific ro ad. 
Mr. Co m­ 
sto ck’s bill pro vides that tho se settlers 
who , after Aug. 15, 1887, and befo re 
Jan. 1, 1889, settled upo n these in­ 
demnity lands, may transfer their en­ 
tries to o ther vacant go vernment lands 
under the ho mestead and pre-emptio n 
laws, and receive receipts in lieu o f 
the tracts pro ved up o n the indemnity 
belts. They are required to relinquish 
their title to the first tracts to the 
United States and where their mo ney 
has been refunded they shall again 
make pay ment. The perio d o f time 
and impro vements fo r tho se who have 
no t co mpleted final pro o f o n the 
No rthern Pacific lands shall be al­ 
lo wed them in making final pro o f o n 
o ther lands which they may select 
under the act. 
The intentio n and 
purpo se o f the act is to place the set­ 
tlers, as nearly as may be, in the po si­ 
tio n they wo uld have been had the 
lands no w settled upo n remained in 
the same state as declared by the 
Secretary o f the Interio r in 1887. The 
lands settled upo n are all in Minne­ 
so ta. 


Filed a Mo rtgage. 
A telegram fro m Duluth say s the 
Duluth A Winnipeg railro ad has just 
filed a mo rtgage fo r $7,000,000 to the

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A Political Precedent. 
Judge Cullen, of New York, says 
an exchange, has made a decision 
which will stand as a very interesting 
case in the records of political laws. 
The 
successful nominee for the 
coronership in that city was elected 
in spite of himself, having declined 
the nomination of his party. After 
his election he peremptorily refused 
to enter upon tho duties of the office. 
Thereupon his defeated competitor 
claimed the position, on the ground 
that he received tho largest number 
of votes among those balloted for, 
who could and would serve. Judge 
Cullen denied the application, on the 
ground that it was the right of voters 
to elect whomsoever they chose, that 
the declination of a nominee did not 
take him out of the field, and that the 
refusal of the elected official to qualify 
does not transfer the office conferred 
by the majority to the choice of a 
minority, but creates a vacancy to be 
filled in the usual way, as if it had 
occurred through death or resigna­ 
tion. In this instance the appoint­ 
ment will be made by the governor, 
and will hold good until the qualifica­ 
tion of a new coroner chosen at the 
general election next November. 


Would Beat Barnum. 
The will of Adam Forepaugh will 
be presented for probate during the 
present week.

estate, outside of the show itself, will 
foot up fully §1,200,000.

The report that negotia­ 
tions have been on foot for some time 
looking toward the sale of the proper­ 
ty to an English syndicate, is denied, 
and those in a {xosition to know assent 
hat it is young Adam’s ambition to 
perpetuate the business as a memorial 
of his father, and to become a rival of 
Barnum himself. 


The Curse of Many Cities. 
While it is apparent to all observing 
persons that there are those in this 
city who are intent upon getting up a 
boom and inflating the values of real 
estate in Brainerd and vicinity, yet 
we are sure that the best friends of 
Brainerd and the most level-headed 
men in the city do not want that con­ 
dition of affairs brought about. There 
is no doubt but that all true friends 
of the city desire to see it grow and 
improve, but they desire its growth 
and development to be healthy, sub­ 
stantial and natural. A mushroom or 
hot-house growth is not desirable, 
and the mere transfer of real estate 
from one man’s hands to another’s 
confers no more substantial benefit 
upon the public, or upon the city in 
which such real estate may be situate, 
than does the changing of a half mil­ 
lion bushels of wheat from tho hands 
of the ‘‘bears” to the hands of the 
“bulls.” Most of the real estate that 
is purchased at such times as these 
mentioned is not for improvement but 
to hold for speculation, and it makes 
no difference to the public whether 
Smith, Jones or Brown owns it. 
Brainerd does not want a boom, in 
the full sense of the word—too many 
towns have been boomed to death. 
What we do want, however, is a 
steady, healthy growth and something 
that will bring people here and give 
them work at fair wages and that 
“something” is manufacturing. Give 
us industries which shall bring hither 
thousands of laboring men, mechanics 
and citizens with their families, and 
then the furnishing of homes to those 
people will cause a legitimate increase 
in the values of real estate; but to 
run up fictitious values of real estate, 
suburban property in particular, be­ 
fore the manufactories are received, 
is not only like putting the cart be­ 
fore the horse but in fact tends to 
discourage the establishment of manu­ 
factories. It is a fact that few things 
aid the building up of manufacturing 
cities as much as cheap homes, and we 
think at the present time there is no 
place in the Northwest that offers 
better advantages of this character 
than Brainerd. A word to the wise 
is sufficient. 


To Help the Settlers. 
Representative Comstock has in­ 
troduced a bill for the relief of settlers 
upon the indemnity lands of the 
Northern Pacific road. 
Mr. Com­ 
stock’s bill provides that those settlers 
who, after Aug. 15, 1887, and before 
Jan. I, 1889, settled upon these in­ 
demnity lands, may transfer their en­ 
tries to other vacant government lands 
under the homestead and pre-emption 
laws, and receive receipts in lieu of 
the tracts proved upon the indemnity 
belts. They are required to relinquish 
their title to the first tracts to the 
United States and where their money 
has been refunded they shall again 
make payment. 
The period of time 
and improvements for those who have 
not completed final proof on the 
Northern Pacific lands shall be al­ 
lowed them in making final proof on 
other lands which they may select 
under the act. 
The intention and 
purpose of the act is to place the set­ 
tlers, as nearly as may be, in the posi­ 
tion they would have been had the 
lands now settled upon remained in 
the same state as declared by the 
Secretary of the Interior in 1887. The 
lands settled upon are all in Minne­ 
sota. 


Filed a Mortgage. 
A telegram from Duluth says the 
Duluth A. Winnipeg railroad has just 
filed a mortgage for §7,000,000 to the 
Guarantee Loan & Trust Company, 
of Philadelphia, and with the loan 
thus acquired will complete the road 
to Winnipeg immediately. Terminals 
are at once to bo secured in Duluth, 
and the great shops and warehouse 
of the company will be located there.

C. M. Lounsberry, who is to be 
transfer superintendent in the post- 
office at Minneapolis, is a man with a 
history.

Lounsberry was a postal clerk at the 
time of the accident and the govern­ 
ment continued his pay and now 
gives him a good position.

Lounsberry is a son of Col. C. A. 
Lounsberry, the well known politician 
and newspaper man of North Dakota.

Jogs Their Memory. 


E d it o r s D is p a t c h :— 
We cut the following from the St. 
Paul Globe of the 25th inst , kindly 
copy it in your paper, not for the pur­ 
pose of opening an old sore, but to 
show how exactly correct we were 
when we appeared before our city 
council two years ago and told that 
honorable body that Kindred was only 
putting up another job on the city in 
asking it to pay $144.00 per light for 
his lights, and that we could fam ish 
them, as we offered, at $80.00 per 
light: 
At present the city of Minneapolis 
has a contract with the Brush com­ 
pany for 470 arc lights, each of 2,000- 
cantlie power. 
These lights are fur- 
nisned upon a five-years contract at 
$150 each per year, and are run upon 
the moon schedule, averaging about 
twenty-five nights per month. 
Be­ 
sides these electric lights there are 
3,000 gas lamps, which cost the city 
$15.36 each per month, and 2,060 
gasoline lamps at $14.40 each. 
The 
cost of the electric lights furnished 
by the Brush company to Minneapo­ 
lis has been considered very high, 
and recently the same lights wore of­ 
fered to Cincinnati for $59.98 per 
year, and the lights were to burn all 
night every night. 
At present Pitts­ 
burg pays $105 per year, S t Joseph 
$72 a year and St. Louis $75 a year 
for the same lights furnished Minne­ 
apolis at $150 per year. 
Some of the 
aldermen are of the opinion that if 
the light can be furnished to other 
cities for so much less money than 
Minneapolis has been paying, it is 
time the city should own its own 
plant.

Destroyers of the Game. 
The people of Northern Minnesota 
arc beginning to awaken to the fact 
that the lawless and unsportsman­ 
like manner in which the state is be­ 
ing despoiled of its game will soon 
result in a total annihilation of the 
deer and fish for which the northern 
part of the state has been so noted, 
and the people in this section should 
bestir themselves and see that some­ 
thing is done to stop it in this section 
where probably as much unlawful 
traffic in game out of season is carried 
on as in any part. 
Hunters are this 
winter, and have been for several 
winters past, stripped the streams 
and lakes of fish by nets and explo­ 
sions, and rake the forests in questpf 
deer. 
Tho gamo once captured are 
packed in boxes and shipped to all 
parts of the country in wholesale 
quantities, the boxes being erroneusly 
marked as to contents. 
Up at Detroit 
the merchants are taking the matter 
in hand and are declaring war on all 
parties who can bo caught in uny il­ 
legal act regarding the game laws, 
and a sportsman, writing from that 
place to the Globe, says: 
The men who are thus unlawfully 
killing game and hauling fish in 
wholesale quantities are enjoying a 
grand incentive from the ready sale 
their catch obtains. 
Great snowbanks 
are the objective points to which the 
game is beaten, and then, when escape 
is next to impossible, it is slaughtered, 
regardless of condition, and in open 
defiance of all law. The merchants 
who attack the criminal traffic declare 
that if some of their fellow merchants 
in Detroit and 
elsewhere in the 
neighboring towns, should be prose­ 
cuted for encouraging the Indians 
and huntsmen in their disasterous 
work, the laws would be respected 
much more. 
But by all sorts of collu­ 
sion and tricks, the game is gathered 
by one party, and the other, under 
cover of ligitimate business, procures 
its shipment to gaming marts in the 
East. 
Merchants who adhere to 
honorable practices are up in arms 
and appeal to the executives of the 
law for riddance of the nefarious 
trade which outweighs all patience. 
They want to know at once if it is 
official dereliction or the force of the 
law which permits of the present state 
of things.

Jogs Their Memory. 


E ditors D ispatch:— 
We cut the following from the St. 
Paul Globe of the 25th inst, kindly 
copy it in your paper, not for the pur­ 
pose of opening an old sore, but to 
show how exactly correct we were 
when we appeared before our city 
council two years ago and told that 
honorable body that Kindred was only 
putting up another job on the city in 
asking it to pay $144.00 per light for 
his lights, and that we could furnish 
them, as we offered, at $80.00 per 
light: 
At present the city of Minneapolis 
has a contract with the Brush com­ 
pany for 470 arc lights, each of 2,000- 
candle power. 
These lights are fur- 
msned upon a five-years contract at 
$150 each per year, and are nm upon 
the moon schedule, averaging about 
twenty-five nights per month. Be­ 
sides these electric lights there are 
3,000 gas lamps, which cost the city 
$15.36 each per month, and 2,000 
gasoline lamps at $14.40 each. The 
cost of the electric lights furnished 
by the Brush company to Minneapo­ 
lis has been considered very high, 
and recently the same lights were of­ 
fered to Cincinnati for $59.98 per 
year, and the lights were to burn all 
night every night. At present Pitts­ 
burg pays $105 per year, S t Joseph 
$72 a year and St. Louis $75 a year 
for the same lights furnished Minne­ 
apolis at $150 per year. Some of the 
aldermen are of the opinion that if 
the light can be furnished to other 
cities for so much less money than 
Minneapolis has been paying, it is 
time the city should own its own 
plant.

Destroyers of the Game. 
The people of Northern Minnesota 
are beginning to awaken to the fact 
that the lawless and unsportsman­ 
like maimer in which the state is be­ 
ing despoiled of its game will soon 
result in a total annihilation of the 
deer and fish for which the northern 
part of the state has been 60 noted, 
and the people in this section should 
bestir themselves and see that some­ 
thing is done to stop it in this section 
where probably as much unlawful 
t raffic in game out of season is carried 
on as in any part. Hunters are this 
winter, and have been for several 
winters past, stripped the streams 
and lakes of fish by nets and explo­ 
sions, and rake the forests in quest^of 
deer. The game once captured are 
packed in boxes and shipped to all 
parts of the country in wholesale 
quantities, the boxes being erroneusly 
marked as to contents. Up at Detroit 
the merchants are taking the matter 
in hand and are declaring war on all 
parties who can be caught in any il­ 
legal act regarding the game laws, 
and a sportsman, writing from that 
place to the Globe, says: 
The men who are thus unlawfully 
killing game and hauling fish in 
wholesale quantities are enjoying a 
grand incentive from the ready sale 
their catch obtains. Great snowbanks 
are the objective points to which the 
game is beaten, and then, when escape 
is next to impossible, it is slaughtered, 
regardless 01 condition, and in open 
defiance of all law. The merchants 
who attack the criminal traffic declare 
that if some of their fellow merchants 
rn Detroit and elsewhere in the 
neighboring towns, should be prose­ 
cuted for encouraging the Indians 
and huntsmen in their disasterous 
work, the laws would be respected 
much more. But by all sorts of collu­ 
sion and tricks, the game is gathered 
by one party, and the other, under 
cover of ligitimate business, procures 
its shipment to gaming marts in the 
East 
Merchants who adhere to 
honorable practices are up in arms 
and appeal to the executives of the 
law for riddance of the nefarious 
trade which outweighs all patience. 
They want to know at once if it is 
official dereliction or the force of the 
law which permits of the present state 
of things.
